1875 he was appointed professor of 
science at Victoria University, On 
tario, where he remained until 1889 
and while

tal in establishing Faraday Hall. 
1389 he went to Syracuse University 
and the erection of a hall of physivs 
there was largely due to his efforts. 
In 1891 he was chosen superintendent

the establishment and equipment of 
an assay ofltice at Vancouver which 
was accomplished by him in the phe- 
noinenal space of three and one-hali 
weeks. This assay office is perhaps 
one of the best equipped places of 
the kind on the American continent.

sun, and this fact, being well known, 
| has decreased poisoning to a consider. 
| able. exteut during recent. years. 
| Practically the poisoners can hide 
nothing frou the modern analyst, for 
| that gentleman is not only familiat 
| witn all poisons, but can recognize 
| their presence aimost as easily as he 
| can. recognize the dome of St. Paul's 
Cathedrai. By the aid of his test-tube, 
| his ntiscroscope, and his spectroscope: 
| he is able to lay bare the poisoner’s 
| secret and track him down. If any 
great criminal was suspected of pois- 
| oning his wife, the analysts, upoi ex- 
| amining the remains, would be able to 
| prove what puison was used and iu 
|} What quantity. 
' : 
Delicate to a marvellous degree are 
| the tests employed by analysts in the 
| "case of poisons. If a man were to be 
| poisoned with arsenic to-morrow and 
| were buried without being examined 
' internally, an analyst could a quarter 
' of a century later gather from the re- 
|inains of the body a considerable 
; amount of the poison which killed him 
' and in the same state as that in which 
it was administered, 
Probably arsenic has been more fre- 
quently used by murderers as a death- 
| dealer than any other poison, and ars- 
enic is a very peculiar poison. It is a 
| well-known fact that many men and 
women take arsenic in smali dose; 


as a medicine, while the inhab:- 
tants of Syria are said to eat 
| it as freely as we eat salt. To 


| a person who has never touched, eat- 
en, or smelt arsenic a medium-sized 
dose would have a fatal effect. Nw 
| matter how it got into the system it 
would be deadly, for arsenic kills whe- 
| ther it is swailowed, rubbed into a 
| wound, or breatned as a vapour. Chap- 
| man, who was hanged for poisoning 
his mistresses, used arsenic, and the 
| drug was also used in the memorable 
| Maybrick case. 
| Mme. Lafarge poisoned her husband, 
an ironmaster, by means of arsenic. 
While M. Lafarge was in Paris ‘on u 
| visit his wife pretended to send him 
a’ parcel, in which was her portrait, 
five smaH cakes made by his mother, 
| and a letter. This parcel was sealed 
| in the presence of witnesses. When 
| the parcel reached Lafarge it contain- 
| ed only one large cake. He ate this, 
'and nine days later he died. Mine. 
| Lafarge was arrested and charged with 
murder by poisoning. At the trial it 
was alleged that she had made the 
, large cake with arsenic as one of the 
| ingredients, and substituted it for the 
| five small ones. She was found guilty 
| after a trial exceeding a fortnight, 
and condemned to imprisonment for 
ltifes-"" 
| To micro-photography the discovery 
| of many a crime is due. The spectro- 
| scope _is infallible in revealing the 
presence of the minutest ‘trace ol 
| blood, but it is-unable to distinguish 
| between human and animal blood. The 
| microscope can, however. The cor- 
| puscles of different mammalia can 
only be distinguished by their size and 
| shape, and it can be seen that with 
lout the microscope it would be im- 
| possible to draw a distinction between 
the blood of a man and the blood of 
{an animal. \

Trinidd’s Asphalt Lake. 


One of the natural wonders of the 
world is the great pitch lake of Trini- 
dad, the most southerly island of the 
British West Indies. Paying better 
than,any gold or diamond mine, the 
lake“is locaily known as “The Black 
Diamond.” An American syndicate 
handles most of this natural asphalt 
under a concession from the Govern- 
ment, and from one corner of the 
lake obtains 800 tons every day. The 
material is shipped in enormous 
quantities to America, England ‘and 
all parts of the world, where it is in 
demand for street making. 

Close to the village of La Brea, the 
lake is inspected every year by nu- 
merous visitors to the island, for it 
is a curiosity not to be seen else- 
where. The lake lies 138 feet above 
the sea and is three miles in circum. 
ference. How deep it is nobody 
knows, for though many attempts 
have been made to fathom it, all 
have failed. To all appearances this 
is indeed the “bottomless pit.” 

Scientists describe the pitch sub- 
stance as “bituminous matter float- 
ing on the surface of fresh water.” 
For three feet down the pitch is 
solid enough to bear the weight of 
men and ailow of their digging it up 
in great slabs with pickaxe and 
spade. Under that hard substance is 
liquid pitch cast up by subterranean 
fires, and under that again 
fresh water of the lake. 

Though the syndicate secures sev- 
eral freight train loads every day, 
next morning when the army of 
negroes return to their work the sur- 
face is level and hard as before. An 
inexhaustible supply is therefore at 
hand without any preliminary ex- 
pense. Alongside the lake is a light 
railway with iron cars that are run 
down te the sea—only a short dis- 
tance—and there the asphalt is trans- 
ferred to ships.
